In general, the human rights situation ha* improved 
greatly in Argentina. Disappearances have virtually 
esaaed. There have been no new detentions oncer the 
authority of the national executive power (PB*) in 
over a year. Cases of persons still under PESi detention 
are being systematically reviewed and prisoners released 
outright or usher a form of parole.
